At the other table. Sol Mogal, 


another well-known New York ex- 
pert, played the South hand.

But 
he then ran four rounds of clubs 
on the theory that this might em- 
barrass the enemy but could not 
damage his own hand.

The Old Colonel Defied Age to Lead 
The Attack on Key Trench in Korea 


BY MILO FARKETI 


CENTRAL FRONT. Korea.-tB 


—The old colonel "didn't have wiy 
damn business up there" on Tri- 
angle Hill, the captain said, his 
bitterness tinged with admiration. 


"I remember the colonel said he 


had a rebel flag and was going 
to pin it up there." 


"It was the most remarkable ex- 


ample of courage I have ever 
seen,'1 the master sergeant said. 


The old colonel worked hia way 


up Triangle Hill to direct artillery 
fire. He led an infantry charge in- 
stead. That wasn't his Job. He died 
on the edge of a Chinese trench at 
the crest. 


Inspired Leader 


"AH the men were stunned and 


shocked from a grenade shower," 
the master sergeant recalled. "All 
the officers and platoon sergeants 
were hurt. When he joined us, it 
was like a new outfit. 


"The colonel told us he wanted 


to go up to the top and see if he 
could get some precision artillery 
zeroed in to help out the infantry. 
We had got the order to take the 
trench again." 


The trench-10 feet long, 6 feet 


deep and 4 feet wide—was at the 
crest of Triangle Hill, objective of 
U. S. -Seventh Division troops who 
kicked off at dawn Tuesday in the 
biggest Allied attack of the year. 


Four times two companies of the 


Seventh Division tried vainly to 
take the trench. 


Taken Command 


After the fourth assault, M/Sgt. 


John Hanson. Three River Falls, 
Minn , took over command of his 
company.

"Then, without saying anything, 


he walked up to the top. 


"He looked in the trench and 


waved his pistol for us to come up. 
He yelled that there weren't any 
Chinks in the trench. 


"His voice had a tone of con- 


fidence. 


"About 10 men scrambled up the 


slope after him. The colonel was 
sitting on the edge of the trench 
looking in. He yelled back for 
grenades. 


"We threw him one and started 


up ourselves. He threw it in the 
trench and stepped back. 


Set Off Charge 


"After the grenade exploded the 


colonel looked again. Just aa he 
stuck his head over they set off 


a satchel charge (sticks of dyna- 
mite tied together). A temfic 
bang. 


"He just doubled up and toppled 


over in the trench. Hia feet kick- 
ing. 


"The Chinks kept heaving and 


heaving grenades so we pulled 
off." 


Later, their memories fresh with 


the picture of the old colonel who 
didn't belong up there, whose legs 
should have given out long befoie 
he reached the top, Seventh Di-

But the old colonel's body has 


not been recovered. He is listed 
aa missing in action.

WASHINGTON -(NBA)— An in- 


telllgence report estimates that the 
stepped-up air war in Korea is now 
eating up one-third of Russia's jet 
fighter production. 


It the sudden upsurge in the 


number of Russian-made MIG-ISs 
being destroyed in Korea contin- 
ue*, it might, in the opinion of 
Pentagon experts, pressure Russia 
to agree to a truce. 


The heavy MIG loss, they point 


out. is the first cost in the Korean 
conflict which has really hurt the 
Russians. The cost is so high that 
the Reds have had to interrupt 
their program for converting the 
satellite air forces to jets, accord- 
"£ to our intelligence. 
Latest Air Force figures put the 


average number of MIGs being 
shot down «t more than 40 per 
week. At this rate the total MIU 
bag for the Air Force will soon 
«""*ed 500. 


Significance of this development 


is the belief that Russia was feel- 
ing no pain over the Chinese and 
North Korea losses nor over the 
expenditure of surplus Russian 
arms and equipment for which the 
Chinese and North Koreans had 
to pay cash on the barrel head. 
• • • 


The supplying of MIGs, how- 


ever, is reported to be a very dif- 
ferent situation. Up until the 
current rate was set of one U. 8. 
Sabrejet to 15 MIGs shot down, 
the belief was that the Russians 
considered . that loss worth 'the

A MIG Is believed' to cost about 


two-thirds of the price of a Sabre. 
That puts the cost of those being 
shot down in Korea at many mil- 
lion dollars a week, in terms of 
American dollars.

enced to agree to a truce In Korea

MIG loss, it Is claimed, is th* 
Russian insistence that the Chinese 
pilots use up .all the old MIGs 
first before any newer models are 
delivered to then. 


There have been consistent re* 


ports recently that a few new-type 
MIGs have been seen over Korea. 
But they have not been showing up 
in any quantity because of the Rus- 
sian theory of using tro «M equip- 
ment before the new. 


On over-all figures, the best in* 


telligence reports reveal that Rus- 
sia today has 20,000,first line air- 
craft in organized units, with tha 
same number in reserve. Total U. 
8. military planes now number ap- 
proximately 90,000 in all 'catego- 
ries. But only 40 per cent of that* 
art combat types.

Large grade A eggs eased as 


much as 6 cents a dozen this week 
after sales volume fell off follow- 
ing earlier steep advances. Medi- 
um sizes which had climbed leu 
were unchanged to about 3 cent* 
lower. The large eggs were re- 
ported still in tight supply, and 
dealers said prices probably would 
turn upward again if the price re- 
ductlons stimulate demand. Medi- 
ums continued' to be the best buy 
on a pound-for-pound comparison 
basis, they said. 


Butter eased a bit at the whole- 


sale level. Butter production is 
averaging better than a year ago 
and consumption has declined, so 
supplies are heavy.

even less moving by train. 


This Is literally flying in the 


face of tradition. No previous pres- 
idential 'candidates'have/ever tak- 
en to the air* to this extent. 


In IMS. for example^ President 


Truman traveled 22.000 miles by 
train and only made one hop in 
his airplane, a flight from Wash- 
ington to Miami to speak to the 
American Legion Convention. And 
the experts are pointing out. the 
two things which now stand out 
about that '48 campaign tour are 
the two things which the airplane 
does not have—the back platform 
and the whistle-stop.

This program 
sounds particularly attractive in 
Argentina, where only one person 
in 70 owns a car.

General Motors, Ford and Chrys- 


ler have assembly plants in Buenos 
Aires, but have not fabricated cars 
for themselves since early 1948. 
Peron'a: government, to save for- 
eign exchange, has refused to 
grant import licenses to the firms.

The result is a' market where 


new Chevrolets are selling for

Weapon For 
A Cold War

WASHINGTON-*- Trade with 


Russia, or rather the lack of It, it 
one of the major weapons in the 
cold war. a* W. Averell Harriman. 
director of the Mutual Security 
4||ncy. pointed out in a report 
tin week. Hia organization la sue* 
cessor to the old Marshall Plan, 
created to give economic help to 
Europe which, had It remained 
flat and broke, might have been 
taken over by Ruasia without fir- 
ing a shot. 


It might Mem that, aince thia 


country and ita allies were in a 
cold war with Ruiala, and both 
aides were building up their arm- 
amenta which might be uaed any 
day in a shooting war, all trade 
would cease between the West and 
Russia. But 61 Us report Hani, 
man said "cutting off trade entire- 
ly would harm our common de- 
fense effort more than it harms 
the potential aggressor." 


He said other , non-Communist 


countries receive from the Solevt 
bloc "commodities that are ex- 
tremely valuable to their own de- 
fcue efforts and economic atabil- 
it^on which their defense is 
baaed." 


While some trade with Russia 


might be all right —^ trade in 
items that didn't help Russia's war 
machine—this country had 
the 


problem -of 
being sure Russia' 


didn't get war materials from 
Western sources. 


Congress passed a law — called 


the Battle Act — making it man- 


• datory for this country to efiut x>ff 


«V &id to a country exporting 
war goods to Russia-. This'same 
law also said .American help to 
any country should be shut off- 
unless the President.decided other- 
wise — if it exported to Russia 
materials of strategic value — like 
petroleum aad certain kinds of 
transportation equipment — that 
could.be used to produce war 
goods. 


The Battle Act went into effect 
If* January. Harriman's report 
was an explanation of how the 
act had been carried out. Between 
January and July he said* there 
were only three cases of countries 
•hipping forbidden goods to Russia. 


One case involved equipment for 


exploring for oil; another, a grind- 
ing machine; and the third, a tank- 
er. But they were .in the group* 
which permitted the President to 
use his own discretion about shut- 
tflpr off aid. For various reasons 
Harriman explained, the President 
decided not to shut off American 
aid to the/three countries: The 
Netherlands, Italy, and Denmark.

about controlling trade with tfiem 
—the Russians Wednesday said 
they could convert their peacetime 
Industry to a-war basis in a short 
tifte. and turn 
out everything 


needed for their army and navy. 


In his report Harriman made it 


clear this country didn't expect to 
•top Russia's war production. But 
It said he did think export controls 
might slow it up. At least, the con- 
trols won't help it.
